THE COAST ROUTES EXPEDITION. 

The importance ul ttiu topic just now may 
well excuse a recurrence 10 tho Indian que.- 
tion. There is nothing in fact more vitally 
aflecting the future well being uf the colony, 
than the spmly pud decisive settlement of this 
reuunt imbroglio. We pointed out n few 
davs since I ho deplorable, unil we must Bay 
extraordinary fact, that no expedition had 
lieen Bent up by either ol the coast routes 
for the purpose of capturing the murderers. 
A hundred men had left Alexandria, but 
without the necessary co-operalion from the 
sea board, ive arc airuid their success will be 
extremely questionable. It is said that the 
coast routos are too difficult lorunyrrrned 
expedition which has tu carry its provisions; 
but what aio tho fifty mounted men Irorn 
Alexandria to Jr if tho Chilcoatens should 
luka to these very Mutes, and what are the 
other moiety uf luotmeu to do if they cannot 
follow them? The objection is simply absurd. 
Above all joints Itoui which an expedition 
should have started, the I'd e Inlet and Ben- 
linck Arm were the moM necessary. With 
fifty or a hundred men inking each of these 
routes simultaneously with those from Alex- 
andria, tho corralling of tho murderers would 
have been a very easy matter. Now, such a 
length of time has elapsed since the Upper 
Fraaer expedition started that in all praba 
bility the Chilcoatens will have learned oar 
intentions aud taken steps accordingly. What 
necessity there was in aeuding up Mr. Brew 
with a few men Irom New Westminster to 
bury two or Ihiee ol the bodies uf the murdered 
men, and then return, we cannot concoive. 
When the Drat news of the massacre arrived, 
we nt once called the attention of the proper 
authorities to the advisability of immi» 
diatoly dispatching an adequate force by both 
these routes. The New Westminster expi- 
dltion is oil.; a counterpart in min- 
iature of that of the famous French King, who 
marched his men up the hill and 
then marched them down again. It was lim- 
ply playing, liko Nero, when Romo wai on 
fire. We hope, for the sake of a speedy cap- 
ture of the Indian rufiuua, and its relieving 
consequences, that Govornor Seymour will 
respond witn alacrity to the oifor forwarded 
him by yesterday morning's steamer. Should 
His Excollency decliuo the proffered sorviees 
a very serious responsibility, indeed, will rest 
upon him. We cannot, however, believe he 
will do ao ungracious, as well as so unwise 
an act; unloss, indeed, he is prepared to fur- 
nish a complete force himself. That there 
has been, so far, no organized party at New 
Westminster, ready to proceed by the coast, 
msy be taken, however, as sonio degree of 
proof that no such expedition is intended, 
aud sufficiently warrants the action ol the 
Victorians in the matter. 

On this contingency of tho acceptanea by 
Governor Seymour of volunteers from this 
city, we believe the capture of the Chilcoateui 
will mainly depend. We havo got in Vic- 
toria a large adult population, who have spent 
many years of their lives in just such expedi- 
tions or occupations, as that which at prosent 
makes a demand oo the active aod robust. 
We have got men as expert with the rifle as 
Deerslaycr, ami aa conversant with Indian 
warfare as the most experienced of Cooper's 
scouts. We do not say these men have en- 
rolled their names as volunteers, because we 
know that so long as there was a contingency 
of acceptance Ihcy huve not thought it worth 
while to offer their valuable services. Let the 
expedition, however, assume a tangible 
shape — and no men will be found more eager 
to enroll themselves. We think it necessary 
to mention this, because ill the indiscriminate 
oOeriDij of services, there will probably be 
found many men who are uot only useless, 
but, who may prove a very serious detriment 
lo the whole expedition. Before we under- 
take to send a body of men amongst hostile 
savages, let us be certain they are in every 
way fit for tho position ; otherwise we shall, 
in all likelihood, have lo chiouiclo even 
more serious disasters than those already pub 
lished. Wo most have men not only 
well accustomed .to the nil/, but who have 
been to some extent inured to "roughing" it 
in the " bneli." The bravery as well as dis- 
cipline of the parties cun only bu proved in 
actual seivioe. With a competent body of 
moo following up the routes of Ucntinck and 
Bute, we do rot see any difficulty whatever, 
if they mait immediately, in capturing tht» 
murderers before ill o expiration of a month, 
or five weeks at tho farthest. II they can- 
not do it in that time they had better roturu. 
At the present timo of tho year the Ohilooa- 
tens are to ho lound at their summer's occu- 
pation of lishiug along the lakes. If, how- 
ever they have taken the alarm nnd dread 
the advent ol an overwhelming force, 
thay will most likely take refuge with 
Bouic friendly mbe. In any case wo see 
nothing seriou", il the matter is only taken in 
tiuu. Wo have hud abundant experience of 
Indian friendship, und wo know that a few 
blankets or guns will furoo them to barter 
away very readily any of tho?c laws of hospi- 
tality, which the Arabs regard bo sacred. 
Besides, if the murderers, should they take 
such refuge, aru not given up voluntarily, 
which i? likely enough to be tho case, there 
is no tribe in the vicinity that would fling 
defiance in tho faeo of two or three hundred 
armed whites. Our alliance with friendly 
ludiaoa would in this matter be of tho great 
est importance, und wo can have it for the 
asking. There is but one other sub- 
ject, and that is the important one ol supplies. 
Any diflicullies, however, on this head oan, 
we feel »«ured, be readily got over by hav- 
ing the proper soil el men. They will have 
in a great men
